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Mr.  Mayor,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1958.  During  the  early  part  of  the  year  Dr.  Colville  was  in 
office  and  he  retired  on  31st  March,  1958. 

The  statistics  for  the  town  show  slight  variation  when  com- 
pared with  last  year.  The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the 
population  of  the  Borough  indicates  that  this  has  increased  by  1 80 
persons  to  a total  of  24,960.  This  increase  is  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  there  were  70  more  deaths  than  births  during  the  year  and 
must,  therefore,  be  due  to  the  movement  of  new  inhabitants  into 
the  town. 

The  death  rate  of  17.3  per  1,000  population  still  exceeds  the 
national  rate  of  11.7  per  1,000,  just  as  the  birth  rate  of  10.5  per  1,000 
population  of  the  Borough  is  still  less  than  the  national  birth  rate 
of  16.4  per  1,000  population.  This  no  doubt  reflects  the  high  per- 
centage of  elderly  people  living  in  the  Borough. 

Of  the  433  deaths  which  occurred,  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
circulatory  system  continued  to  be  the  major  cause,  being 
responsible  for  278  deaths.  The  second  major  cause  was  cancer, 
accounting  for  70  deaths.  These  two  causes  together  accounted 
for  80%  of  the  total  deaths. 

Four  deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age  occurred,  giving  an 
infant  mortality  late  of  15.2  per  1,000  live  births.  Rates  based 
on  small  numbers  can  be  misleading,  but  it  is  of  interest  that  the 
number  of  infant  deaths  have  again  droppecf  to  the  lowest  figure 
during  the  last  ten  years. 

With  regard  to  infectious  diseases,  the  number  of  cases  notified 
was  the  lowest  for  many  years.  Only  one  case  of  poliomyelitis 
occurred,  which  is  remarkable  when  one  considers  that  quite  a 
number  of  cases  occurred  within  the  County. 

From  the  Water  Engineer’s  report  it  will  be  seen  that  once 
again  the  water  supply  to  the  Borough  was  excellent  both  in 
quality  and  quantity. 

Concerning  housing  it  will  be  seen  that  old  houses  continue 
to  be  dealt  with  and  new  houses  to  be  built.  The  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  reports  that  57  unfit  houses  were  demolished,  4 
unfit  houses  were  closed,  and  103  unfit  houses  were  made  fit  after 
informal  or  formal  action.  These  increased  figures  show  steady 
progress.  In  addition,  14  new  houses  were  built  by  the  local 
authority  and  116  by  private  enterprise. 
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It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  in  spite  of  the  slight  increase  in  the 
number  of  food  premises  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  have  suc- 
ceeded in  increasing  their  number  of  inspections  to  9,189  visits 
compared  with  8,108  last  year.  The  success  of  preventive  work 
is  always  difficult  to  measure,  for  one  can  never  know  what  illness 
may  have  occurred  had  the  measures  not  been  taken,  but  such  visits 
cannot  help  but  assist  in  maintaining  a high  standard  of  food 
hygiene  and  in  helping  to  reduce  the  risk  of  food  poisoning.  This 
work  is  extremely  important  in  a busy  seaside  holiday  resort. 

In  presenting  this  report  may  I express  my  thanks  to  the  staff 
of  my  Department  for  their  work  during  the  year,  and  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  constant 
interest  and  support.

Hospitals

H.  SOUTH,  A.M.I.C.E.,  A.M.I.W.E.,  M.R.S.H., 

Water  Engineer  and  Manager. 

The  water  supply  area  of  the  Bridlington  Corporation  covers 
the  Borough  of  Bridlington  and  the  whole  of  the  Bridlington  Rural 
District.  The  area  of  the  Borough  is  approximately  9 square  miles 
and  the  area  of  the  Rural  District  is  approximately  105  square 
miles,  making  a total  area  of  114  square  miles.  In  the  Rural  area, 
all  the  28  villages  receive  piped  water  supplies. 

Approximately  13,000  properties  are  supplied  from  the  Cor- 
poration’s mains,  and  a further  1,200  supplies  are  afforded  for 
trade  and  agricultural  usage  through  meters. 

The  water  supply  in  the  Bridlington  Borough  area  is  derived 
from  the  Corporation’s  Mill  Lane  Works,  where  water  is  obtained 
from  a well  in  chalk  190  feet  deep,  12  feet  diameter,  and  from 
Haisthorpe  Works,  where  water  is  obtained  from  a borehole,  250 
feet  deep,  36  inch  diameter. 

The  water  supply  in  the  Rural  District  is  obtained  from  : — 

(a)  Mill  Lane  Boring.  A 24  inch  diameter  borehole,  187  feet 

deep,  in  chalk. 

(b)  Haisthorpe  Boring.  A 36  inch  diameter  borehole,  250 

feet  deep,  in  chalk. 

(c)  Burton  Agnes  Borings.  Two  borings  each  16  inch 

diameter,  110  feet  deep,  in  chalk. 

(d)  Hunmanby  Well.  ~A  well  6 feet  diameter,  300  feet  deep, 

in  chalk. 

As  a precaution  against  water  borne  diseases,  all  water  supplied 
from  all  wells  and  borings  is  chlorinated,  and  the  chlorine  is  re- 
moved after  a contact  period  so  that  water  taste  is  obviated. 

Covered  service  reservoirs  at  Mill  Lane,  Scarborough  Road, 
Woldgate,  Speeton,  Wold  Newton,  Thwing,  Octon,  Flamborough, 
Hunmanby,  Fordon  (2),  Spell  Howe  and  Flixton,  with  a totai 
storage  capacity  of  5,800,000  gallons,  assist  in  the  storage  and 
distribution  of  water  supplies. 

The  approximate  length  of  mains  laid  in  the  Corporation’s  area 
of  supply  is  now  199  miles,  and  the  sizes  range  from  3 inch  diameter 
to  18  inch  diameter. 

The  total  quantity  of  water  supplied  throughout  the  Under- 
taking in  1958/9  was  approximately  598,000,000  gallons,  and  this 
compares  with  640,000,000  gallons  supplied  during  the  previous 
year. 
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Rainfall  and  Availability  of  Supplies 

The  rainfall  recorded  at  Mill  Lane  Pumping  Station  for  the 
year  ended  31st  March,  1959,  was  23.56  inches,  which  compares 
with  29.45  inches  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1958.  With  the 
new  source  at  Haisthorpe  operating  in  addition  to  the  water  sources 
at  Mill  Lane,  Burton  Agnes  and  Hunmanby,  the  Undertaking  was 
in  an  extremely  sound  position  and  there  was  a considerable  margin 
of  water  available  over  the  peak  demand  period  of  the  holiday 
season. 

Quality  of  Waters  Obtained  and  Supplied 

The  quality  of  the  raw  waters  obtained  from  all  the  sources 
have  generally  been  excellent  throughout  the  year.  122  samples 
of  raw  water  and  98  samples  of  treated  water  were  submitted  by 
the  Engineer  and  Manager  for  bacteriological  examination  during 
the  year.  Of  these,  3 of  the  raw  water  samples,  2 from  Hunmanby 
and  1 fromTlurton  Agnes,  showed  the  presence  of  B.Coli. 

The  treated  waters  as  put  into  supply  have  invariably  been  of 
first-class  quality. 

Waterworks  Development 

The  Bridlington  Corporation  is  implementing  a development 
scheme  for  its  Wafer  Undertaking  which  will  augment  and  improve 
the  availability  of  water  supplies  throughout  the  whole  of  its  area 
of  supply. 

The  scheme  proposes,  the  sinking  of  possibly  three  boreholes 
on  a site  at  Haisthorpe,  the  date  of  the  sinking  of  the  second  and 
third  boreholes  depending  on  the  Undertaking’s  water  requirements, 
the  construction  of  storage  reservoirs,  the  installation  of  new  pump- 
ing plant,  the  extending  and  enlarging  of  the  network  of  pumping 
and  distribution  mains,  and  the  improvement  of  methods  of  water 
treatment. 

The  Development  Scheme  is  proceeding  to  a programme. 

New  Supplies  Afforded 

Mains  extensions  have  been  carried  out  for  private  develop- 
ment on  Bempton  Lane  Estate  and  for  other  Housing  Estates  in  the 
Borough  and  Rural  District.  Main  laying  was  also  undertaken  for 
Marshalls  Caterers  Ltd.,  in  the  development  of  a holiday  camp  at 
Wilsthorpe. 

During  the  year  approximately  215  new  supplies  to  new  houses 
were  connected  in  the  Borough  area  and  approximately  45  new 
supplies  (30  to  new  houses,  15  to  existing  domestic  properties)  were 
connected  to  the  mains  in  the  Rural  area. 
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Free  Tap  Washering  Service 

During  the  year  the  free  service  of  washering  taps  and  ball 
taps  was  continued  and  consumers  have  taken  full  advantage  of  the 
service,  so  that  waste  of  water  supplies  have  been  kept  in  check. 
It  is  particularly  noticeable,  however,  that  the  number  of  taps  re- 
quiring washering  is  not  so  great  as  in  past  years  and  this  can  be 
attributed  to  the  capital  developments  which  have  taken  place. 
With  water  pressure  more  constant,  less  chlorine  content  and  the 
removal  of  corrosive  carbon  dioxide  by  aeration,  there  has  been 
less  wear  on  brass  components,  and  consequently  less  necessity  for 
reseating  or  replacement.

Mr.  Mayor,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  my  twentieth  Annual  Report 
on  the  Environmental  and  Cleansing  Services  of  the  Borough. 

The  Environmental  Section  covers  the  year  ending  the  31st  December, 

1958,  and  the  Cleansing  Section  the  financial  year  ending  the  31st  March, 

1959. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  staff  during  the  year. 

The  year  has  again  been  one  of  intense  effort  in  all  respects,  and  as 
usual  I again  have  to  report  that  I have  endeavoured  to  do  first  things 
first,  and  work  in  connection  with  Housing,  Food  and  Camping  has  been 
given  preference. 

Cleansing,  too,  has  brought  added  responsibility  to  Local  Authorities 
by  the  advent  of  the  Litter  Act,  and  one  must  not  forget  the  large  number 
of  houses  now  being  built  by  private  enterprise  in  the  Borough,  all  of 
which  require  the  cleansing  services,  whether  it  be  refuse,  street  cleansing 
or  gully  emptying. 

Legislation  placed  on  the  Statute  Book  during  the  year  included  : 

The  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  final  parts  of  which  came  into  operation 
on  the  1st  June,  it  brought  industrial  premises  into  line  and  prescribed  a 
legal  standard  for  determining  smoke  density. 

The  Litter  Act,  1958,  came  into  force  on  the  7th  August,  and  standard- 
ised the  legal  procedure  all  over  the  country  in  this  matter. 

The  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958.  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  August, 
this  act  made  Local  Authorities  responsible  for  ensuring  that  there  are 
adequate  slaughtering  facilities  in  their  areas. 

Lastly,  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations, 
1958,  and  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958,  came  into 
force  on  the  1st  January,  1959. 

The  Slaughterhouses  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations,  1958,  place 
a responsibility  on  occupiers  of  Slaughterhouses  to  carry  out  alterations 
that  will  alleviate  cruelty  and  are  programmed  over  a period  of  five  years. 

It  has  been  necessary  for  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  work  until 
9 or  10  p.m.  in  some  instances  during  the  season  in  order  to  ensure  post 
mortem  examination  of  all  animals  slaughtered  for  human  consumption. 

No  fewer  than  1,645  interviews  on  various  matters  have  taken  place 
during  the  year. 

The  Clerical  staff  have  again  been  pushed  very  hard,  and  it  has  been 
necessary  to  work  overtime  during  the  season  to  keep  up  with  the  work. 
Camping  is  of  course  responsible  for  this.

The  total  number  of  inspections  for  all  purposes  amounted  to  18,292, 
excluding  908  by  the  Rodent  Operator.

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  public  slaughterhouse 
operated  by  the  Corporation  through  the  Health  Committee,  and  situated 
in  Rhodena  Avenue,  has  again  worked  satisfactorily  during  the  period 
under  review. 

At  the  public  slaughterhouse  the  intake  of  beasts  and  sheep  shows  a 
reduction  of  195  and  682  respectively,  whilst  pigs  show  an  increase  of  107. 
The  fluctuations  in  these  figures  alone  account  for  £95  of  the  £124  loss 
on  the  trading  organisation  for  this  financial  year. 

Maybe  this  state  of  affairs  is  due  to  economics  and  that  the  size  of 
the  pocket  is  regulating  the  demand  for  meat. 

I would  like  to  see  more  meat  bought  “off  the  hook”  in  our  public 
slaughterhouse,  instead  of  being  purchased  from  outside  sources,  and  it 
puzzles  me  why  this  is  not  so,  if  it  were,  our  intake  would  be  increased, 
and  our  operating  costs  reduced. 

The  advent  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958, 
and  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty  Regulations),  1958, 
require  improvements  to  be  effected  at  our  public  and  the  two  private 
slaughterhouses,  and  the  Council  will  be  required,  between  the  2nd  Nov- 
ember, 1959,  and  the  2nd  November,  1960,  to  submit  to  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  reports  about  the  slaughterhouse  require- 
ments of  the  Borough. 

Ante-mortem  inspection  of  cattle,  sheep  and  pigs  is  undertaken  by 
your  inspectorate  at  the  Cattle  Market  each  Monday. 

The  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  approved  the  Resolu- 
tion of  the  Council  that  slaughtering  facilities  in  the  Borough  were  sufficient. 
No  further  Slaughterhouse  licenses  may  be  granted  in  the  Borough,  except 
by  special  consent  of  the  Minister. 

The  private  slaughterhouses  have  again  been  run  in  a very  satisfactory 
manner,  and  their  standard  of  cleanliness  is  second  to  none. 

Since  the  operation  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958,  all  slaughter- 
houses now  come  within  the  definition  of  a “factory”  in  accordance  with 
the  Factories  Act,  1937,  and  are  subject  to  the  provisions  regarding  the 
health  and  welfare  of  workers. 

Although  during  the  year  three  carcases  were  found  to  be  affected  by 
generalised  tuberculosis  and  required  total  condemnation,  the  incidence  of 
tuberculosis  showed  a decrease  from  13%  to  9%  in  cattle  excluding  cows, 
and  from  3%  to  2%  in  pigs.  The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  cows 
was  20%.

The  Corporation  again  provided  free  washing  facilities  to  all  food 
traders  and  their  staff,  both  in  King  Street  Market  and  the  Foreshore  Stalls. 
The  traders  have  found  their  use  of  great  benefit,  and  they  make  good  use 
of  this  facility. 

From  the  1st  April  one  of  the  market  tenancy  conditions  has  been  that 
all  stallholders  engaged  in  the  handling  of  food  are  required  to  provide 
mobile  washing  facilities.  Almost  all  stallholders  purchased  the  same  type 
otf  unit,  and  they  have  virtually  become  as  much  a stall  fitting  as  the  display 
counter.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  the  frequency  of  their  use,  and  many  stall- 
holders have  intimated  how  useful  it  is  to  be  able  to  wash  their  hands  with- 
out leaving  their  stalls. 

Co-operation  between  the  food  manufacturers  and  traders,  and  the 
Health  Department  has  again  been  most  cordial.  This  of  course  is  the  way 
that  relations  should  be;  it  is  also  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that  as  a 
Department  we  are  called  upon  to  advise  the  trader  quite  frequently  on 
matters  relating  to  food  hygiene. 

I would  commend  the  traders  who  have  during  the  year  maintained 
their  usual  good  standard  of  hygiene.  It  does  not  go  unnoticed.  It  has 
also  been  a pleasure  to  see  the  considerable  improvements  made  in  many 
other  premises  during  the  year.  If  only  all  preparation  rooms  were  as  open 
to  the  public  as  the  dining  rooms,  or  if  they  could  only  be  divided  by  glass 
partitions,  I am  sure  we  should  seen  even  greater  improvments  to  food 
premises. 

Steady  progress  has  again  been  maintained  in  the  boarding  house 
survey,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  some  premises  are  already  complying 
with  the  Regulations  before  a visit  is  made.  This  is  of  course  as  it  should 
be,  for  the  Regulations  make  it  an  offence  for  any  premises  to  be  used  in 
contravention  of  the  Regulations.  Some  450  Hotels  and  Boarding  Houses 
have  now  been  surveyed.  We  have  a long  way  to  go  before  the  survey 
will  be  complete,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  owners  of  Hotels  and  Boarding 
Houses  will  assist  in  the  complying  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations 
without  waiting  for  a visit  from  the  Inspectorate. 

During  the  year  under  review  two  talks  have  been  given  to  voluntary 
organisations  in  the  Borough  on  the  work  of  my  Department,  with  particular 
reference  to  Food  Hygiene.

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
the  standards  were  higher  in  Grades  1,  2 and  3,  but  Grade  4 claimed  5.23%. 
It  is  in  my  opinion,  possible  to  completely  eliminate  Grade  4 samples  if 
sufficient  care  is  taken  in  the  washing  and  sterilising  of  equipment.  Often 
we  find  that  the  manufacturer  is  turning  out  a satisfactory  product,  but  the 
retailer  seems  to  forget  his  responsibilities  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  ice 
cream  servers  are  not  sterilised  properly.  To  help  in  this  matter  I have 
supplied  retailers  of  ice  cream,  owing  to  the  small  quantity  required,  with  a 
suitable  hypochlorite,  which  if  used  at  the  correct  dilution  will  sterilise 
their  servers.  This  solution  (contrary  to  the  belief  of  the  retailers!)  does 
require  changing  several  times  per  day  if  a satisfactory  sample  of  ice 
cream  is  to  be  obtained.

Residual  sprays  containing  varying  percentages  of  D.D.T.  have  been 
successfully  employed  in  the  treatment  of  furniture,  floor  and  wall  surfaces.

Ninety-seven  visits  have  been  made  in  connection  with  verminous 
premises,  and  thirty-four  disinfestations  have  been  carried  out.

In  the  majority  of  cases  disinfestation  is  carried  out  with  D.D.T. 
preparations,  which  may  have  proved  highly  successful. 

As  in  previous  years  several  food  premises  in  the  Borough  have  been 
treated  with  D.D.T.  residual  sprays,  as  a precautionary  measure  against 
fly  infestation,  with  satisfactory  results. 

Camping 

The  five  licensed  sites  in  the  Borough  are  as  follows  : 

1.  Marton  Road,  Bridlington.  12.5  acres. 

2.  Charity  Farm,  Sewerby,  Bridlington.  8.02  acres. 

3.  Pinfold  Street.  Bridlington.  3,040  square  yards. 

4.  Jewison  Lane,  Sewerby,  Bridlington.  (Mrs.  L.  E.  Smith).  4.501  acres. 

5.  Jewison  Lane,  Sewerby,  Bridlington.  (Mr.  J.  P.  T.  Pilling).  2 acres. 

The  above  camps  cover  nearly  45  acres  and  during  the  course  of 
the  season  at  least  4,000  people  use  them  for  their  holidays.  No  caravans 
are  used  as  permanent  living  accommodation. 

During  the  year  under  review  336  inspections  of  caravan  camping 
grounds  have  been  carried  out,  together  with  86  inspections  of  individual 
caravans.  Of  the  latter,  only  three  complaints  were  received  relating  to 
unsatisfactory  conditions,  e.g.  overcrowding  and  uncleanliness  at  the  take 
over  each  week-end,  during  the  year.  Other  individual  caravans  inspected 
consisted  of  those  belonging  to  gypsies,  travelling  showmen,  etc. 

I am  pleased  to  report  a reduction  in  the  number  of  converted  bus 
bodies,  etc.,  on  our  private  sites,  and  Mr.  Jackson,  the  Inspector  responsible 
for  the  inspection  of  camping  sites,  has  done  good  work  in  this  direction. 

I would  be  the  last  to  decry  camping,  it  has  come  to  stay,  and  will  in 
my  opinion  provide  a holiday  for  the  family  with  small  children  who  prefer 
the  freedom  of  camp  life  to  the  hotel  or  boarding  house. 
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Organised  Camping 

The  eight  acre  Corporation  site,  situated  on  South  Cliff  Land,  was 
again  used  for  tented  camps  by  various  contingents  of  the  Church  Lads’ 
Brigade,  Boys’  Brigade  and  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade. 

During  1958  11  organised  camps  were  under  canvas  with  a total 
strength  of  more  than  700  officers  and  boys. 

These  organisations  have  travelled  many  miles  (from  Scotland  and  the 
Midlands)  to  come  to  Bridlington  for  their  annual  camp.  It  is  a pleasure 
to  see  these  boys  and  girls  enjoying  themselves,  and  yet  learning  to  fend 
for  themselves  at  the  same  time.  Everyone  concerned  with  these  organ- 
isations is  full  of  praise  for  the  Corporation  having  such  foresight  as  to 
reserve  a site  for  this  purpose.  It  is  important  for  a local  authority  to 
help  towards  the  training  of  the  youth  of  to-day,  and  in  my  opinion  this 
is  one  of  the  ways  we  can  assist. 

As  in  previous  years  the  Caravan  Club  (Yorkshire  Centre)  held  two 
rallies,  one  at  Easter  and  the  other  the  first  week  in  September. 

On  each  occasion  some  200  members  with  their  caravans  attended  the 
rally,  and  I would  estimate  that  this  brought  at  least  600  people  into  the 
Borough.  The  influx  of  people  at  this  time,  before  and  after  the  “high” 
season,  is  a welcome  boost,  and  helps  to  advertise  the  town  and  encourage 
the  caravanners  to  return  when  they  see  what  facilities  we  have  to  offer  on 
the  South  Cliff  Caravan  Camp. 

I am  convinced  that  the  continued  use  of  the  South  Cliff  Land 
Organised  Camp  Site  can  do  nothing  but  good  for  the  town,  and  the 
philanthropic  outlook  of  the  Corporation  is  commended  by  all  who  use  it. 


Corporation  Caravan  Site 

That  the  Caravan  Site  is  becoming  more  popular  season  by  season 
is  almost  an  understatement,  and  we  are  consequently  reaping  the  benefit 
of  running  a caravan  camp,  in  addition  to  serving  a public  health  need. 
Although  we  have  a little  more  than  300  seasonal  sites,  we  could  let  far 
more  than  this  number  if  we  had  a suitable  site. 

The  popularity  of  short  term  sites  is  such  that  it  is  impossible  to 
accommodate  all  intending  applicants  during  the  months  of  July  and 
August,  and  in  accordance  with  the  policy  of  the  Health  Committee, 
namely  that  we  shall  cater  for  the  travelling  caravanner,  it  is  imperative 
that  more  seasonal  sites  be  allocated  for  this  purpose,  if  we  are  to  prevent 
indiscriminate  camping  in  the  Borough. 

During  the  year  elictrification  of  the  site  was  undertaken.  The 
sanitary  conveniences  are  now  lighted  inside  and  outside,  and  six  street 
lamps  have  been  positioned  on  the  main  lanes  of  the  camping  site.

The  Health  Committee  are  responsible  for  the  control  and  maintenance 
of  the  public  conveniences. 

The  new  public  conveniences  on  the  Belvedere  sea  wall  were  opened 
on  the  24th  May,  1958.  The  building  combines  a deck  chair  store  (for  the 
Foreshores  and  Licensing  Committee)  in  addition  to  the  ladies’  and  gents’ 
sanitary  accommodation.  The  Southern  end  of  the  foreshore  has  become 
very  popular,  and  these  conveniences  are  serving  a very  useful  purpose. 
Hooligans  have  again  been  at  work,  for  not  many  weeks  after  the  opening 
of  these  conveniences  an  electric  light  fitting  was  torn  down  and  windows 
broken. 

The  Health  Committee  will  have  to  give  earnest  consideration  to  the 
enlargement  of  the  ladies’  section  of  the  Promenade  Conveniences  if  we 
are  to  overcome  the  embarrassing  position  of  queueing  during  the  season.

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  under  review  there  was  one 
Knacker’s  Yard  in  the  Borough. 

The  application  for  renewal  of  the  licence  was  refused,  and  the 
applicant  appealed  to  the  Local  Magistrates. 

The  hearing  took  place  on  the  21st  May,  1958,  and  the  Magistrates 
upheld  the  decision  of  the  Council  not  to  grant  a licence.

Table  XVI  gives  a summary  of  the  work  carried  out  from  the  1st 
April,  1958,  to  the  31st  March,  1959,  and  is  taken  from  the  report  required 
by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  1958/1959  financial  year,  test  baiting  of  the 
Sewers  was  carried  out,  and  I am  pleased  to  report  that  this  baiting 
showed  negative  results  in  all  our  sewers,  thereby  giving  an  assurance  that 
the  sewers  within  the  Borough  are  rat  free.  In  accordance  with  the 
recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food 
Technical  Officer,  no  further  treatment  of  the  sewers  in  the  Borough  will  be 
required  for  a further  3 years. 

The  work  of  rodent  control  carries  on  quite  inconspicuously  day  by 
day,  and  is  an  important  branch  of  the  public  health  service.  It  is  fairly 
evident  that  we  are  keeping  on  top  of  this  job,  for  during  the  year  less  bait 
and  poison  has  been  used,  and  fewer  bodies  recovered.

The  weight  of  house  refuse  is  derived  from  30%  test  weighings  evenly 
spread  over  the  52  weeks.  Trade  refuse,  waste  paper,  kitchen  waste  and 
other  salvage  are  actual  weights. 

From  the  above  mentioned  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  during  the 
financial  year  1958/59,  more  than  19,000  extra  bins  of  refuse  were  removed 
from  premises  in  the  Borough.  Whilst  the  tonnage  also  increased  by 
over  86  tons,  the  number  of  vehicle  loads  of  refuse  was  reduced  by  174 
loads.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  we  have  had  compression  units  fitted  to 
the  Fore  and  Aft  Freighters. 

1,819  loads  of  various  types  of  refuse,  giving  an  estimated  weight  of 
1.819  tons,  were  deposited  at  the  tip.  643  loads  were  received  from  the 
Highways  Department,  334  from  the  Parks  and  Gardens  Department,  and 
49  loads  from  the  Waterworks  Department. 

80  tradespeople  availed  themselves  of  the  facilities  offered  by  the 
Corporation  at  the  tip  for  the  deposit  of  refuse  and  waste  materials. 

Salvage  totalled  920  tons  2 cwts.  2 qrs.,  compared  with  870  tons  6 cwts. 
for  1957/58.  The  principal  items  being  :

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The  total  income  from  all  sources  was  £416  4s.  8d.  more  than  for 
1957/58. 

The  actual  cost  of  the  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  for 
1958/59  was  £13,548,  an  increase  of  £8  over  1957/58. 

The  vehicles  used  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  are  as 
follows  : 

Two  11  cub.  yds.  S.  and  D.  Freighters  purchased  in  1939. 

One  11  cub.  yds.  S.  and  D.  Freighter  purchased  in  1946. 

One  21  cub.  yds.  S.  and  D.  Rear  Loading  Freighter  purchased  in  1948. 

One  motocart  purchased  in  1949  (now  principally  used  for  tin  salvage 
and  land  work). 

One  16/18  cub.  yds.  S.  and  D.  Fore  and  Aft  Freighter  purchased  in  1951. 

One  16/18  cub.  yds.  S.  and  D.  Fore  and  Aft  Freighter  purchased  in  1955. 

One  16/18  cub.  yds.  S.  and  D.  Fore  and  Aft  Freighter  purchased  in  1959. 

It  will  be  seen  that  two  of  our  Freighters  are  now  nineteen  years  old, 

and  ought  to  be  replaced.  These  are  of  the  Tiller  type  and  it  is  not  easy 
to  train  drivers  for  this  type  of  vehicle. 

1 would  like  you  to  reflect  for  a moment  on  the  repairs  and  mainten- 
ance of  my  mechanical  plant,  some  29  pieces  of  equipment  are  used  in  con- 
nection with  the  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse,  salvage,  street 
cleansing,  gully  and  cesspool  emptying,  verge  cutting,  weed  spraying, 
licensed  and  organised  camps,  our  caravan  camp  and  the  slaughterhouse. 

In  addition  to  this  there  are  my  street  orderly  barrows  and  some  146 
coin  operated  locks  and  four  turnstiles  at  public' conveniences  to  maintain. 

It  will  be  seen  that  to  give  everything  the  attention  and  maintenance  it 
requires,  a strict  timetable  has  to  be  arranged,  and  when  one  realises  that  I 
have  only  one  full  time  mechanic,  it  will  be  seen  that  it  has  been  very 
difficult  for  me  to  keep  the  wheels  moving,  in  fact  it  has  only  been  possible 
by  my  mechanic  working  overtime,  and  giving  him  assistance  from  time 
to  time.  It  is  imperative  that  an  assistant  be  added  to  the  maintenance 
staff  if  I am  to  carry  out  all  my  maintenance  work. 

I cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  reliability  of  the  S.  and  D.  W.  Type 
Freighters.  I have  machines  purchased  in  1946,  1949  and  1951  still  running 
with  the  initial  engines,  and  when  I look  down  my  repairs  for  1958/59 
I find  that  the  sum  total  of  repairs  to  these  vehicles  amounts  to  two  starter 
rings,  brakes  re-lined  and  Lockheed  braking  equipment  renewed  when 
required.  One  of  my  1939  Freighters  received  an  overhaul,  and  was  re- 
painted and  other  repairs  were  executed  to  my  Ford  vehicles,  motor 
mowers,  scythes,  etc  . It  is  imperative  that  a new  vehicle  be  purchased  in 
1960  to  replace  the  10  cwt.  Ford  van  purchased  in  January,  1947. 

The  power  presses  fitted  to  the  Fore  and  Aft  Freighters  have  been 
successful  and  compaction  has  been  improved. 

A weekly  collection  of  refuse  has  again  been  maintained  out  of  the 
season.  From  June  to  September  a bi-weekly  collection  was  given  to 
hotels,  boarding  houses  and  cafes.  A three  times  weekly  collection  is 
given  to  the  larger  hotels  and  cafes  for  which  a charge  is  made. 

Kitchen  waste  is  collected  at  a minimum  twice  weekly.  In  the  hotel 
and  boarding  house  areas  a three  times  a week  service  is  given.  The 
individual  three  gallon  bucket  is  used  and  at  the  end  of  the  financial  year 
3,146  three  gallon  buckets  were  in  use. 

Salvage 
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A greater  amount  of  salvage  was  reclaimed  than  in  1957,  principally 
due  to  waste  paper  and  baled  tins. 

The  abstract  of  account  prepared  by  the  Borough  Treasurer  for  1958/59 
shows  that  for  an  expenditure  of  £4,477  we  obtained  an  income  of  £6,617, 
giving  a net  relief  to  the  rates  of  £2,140,  and  when  one  reflects  that  the 
major  portion  of  this  material  would  have  to  be  collected  as  house  refuse, 
from  which  we  would  get  no  financial  benefit,  an  even  greater  saving  can 
be  envisaged. 

The  elevator  purchased  for  the  loading  of  bales  of  waste  paper  and 
tins  has  been  invaluable  both  in  respect  to  the  ease  of  loading  and  also 
reducing  the  danger  to  workmen  in  not  having  to  manhandle  these  bales 
at  varying  heights  up  to  fourteen  feet. 

Disposal 

House  and  trade  refuse  is  being  tipped  at  the  Woldgate  site  in  accord- 
ance with  the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  No  complaints 
have  been  received  during  the  year. 

Dozing,  consolidation,  earth  removal  and  refuse  covering  is  carried 
out  mechanically,  and  the  International  Crawler  has  been  invaluable  for 
this  work. 

The  Borough  Engineer  has  found  the  International  Crawler  to  be  of 
assistance  to  his  Department  in  digging  out  new  roads,  and  the  Parks 
Department  have  used  the  machine  for  levelling  land  for  a football  pitch 
and  preparing  the  new  sunken  gardens  at  Beaconsfield.  It  was  also  used 
for  work  on  the  Cemetery  Extension.  I would  like  to  place  on  record 
that  the  driver  of  this  machine  has  become  a most  skilled  operator. 


Cultivated  Land 

Land  not  immediately  needed  for  the  disposal  of  refuse,  together  with 
land  levelled  with  house  refuse,  was  again  cultivated,  the  crop  being  grass 
(for  hay).  The  completed  refuse  disposal  site  off  Easton  Road  was  again 
let  as  a market  garden.  A number  of  the  fields,  set  with  grass  were  let  off 
for  grading  purposes.  The  total  income  received  from  all  purposes  was 
£135  7s.  Od. 

Gully  and  Cesspool  Emptying,  Etc. 

The  800  gallon  S.  and  D.  combined  Gully  and  Cesspool  Emptier  has 
now  been  in  use  for  practically  10  years,  and  it  has  done  a tremendous 
amount  of  work.  We  are  still  running  with  the  original  engine,  and  although 
I envisaged  in  my  last  report  that  we  should  require  a reconditioned  engine, 
my  mechanic,  after  dismantling  and  examining  the  wear  on  the  cylinders, 
was  of  the  opinion  that  with  improved  piston  rings  we  could  possibly  get 
another  12  months  running.  This  was  done,  and  the  engine  is  still  running 
reasonably  satisfactorily,  some  fifteen  months  later,  but  for  how  much 
longer  it  is  difficult  to  say. 

The  body  was  repainted  during  the  year. 

9.923  gullies  were  cleansed  and  re-sealed  at  a cost  of  12. 8d.  per  gully. 
174  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  emptying  cesspools,  from  which 
585  loads  were  removed,  equalling  263,475  gallons  of  sewage. 

216  gullies  were  cleansed  and  re-sealed  for  British  Railways.  Sludge 
pits,  etc.,  were  emptied  110  times  in  the  Borough  for  industrial  concerns. 

2,894  gullies  were  cleansed  and  re-sealed  for  the  East  Riding  County 
Council  at  Flamborough  and  Hunmanby,  and  cesspools  in  the  area  of  the 
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Filey  Urban  Council  were  emptied  37  times.  Sewers  in  the  Borough  were 
flushed  as  and  when  required,  in  addition  to  washing  down  after  floods 
and  street  watering. 


The  amount  of  work  required  of  this  machine  is  steadily  increasing 
particularly  with  the  construction  of  houses  drained  to  cesspools  and 
camps  in  the  Sewerby  area,  and  the  emptying  of  Sludge  pits  on  the  new 
sewage  system. 

The  cost  of  running  of  this  machine  was  £1,147  15s.  6d.  and  the  income 
was  £1,483  7s.  6d. 


The  profit  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  loan  charges  for  this  vehicle  have 
been  repaid. 


Street  Cleansing 

Mechanical  Equipment : 

2 Electric  Street  Orderly  Trucks. 

1 Lewin  Mechanical  Sweeper  Collector  (part  time). 

The  Borough  is  divided  into  ten  beats.  Four  lengthmen  beats  in  the 
rural  part  of  the  Borough,  five  beats  with  street  orderly  barrows,  and  one 
with  a mechanical  street  orderly  vehicle.  Three  beats  in  the  town  area 
and  near  the  sea  front  are  shortened  during  the  summer  season  in  order 
that  a continual  sweep  shall  be  kept  in  the  town  and  promenades. 

The  Old  Town  Area  from  Portland  Place  to  Scarborough  Road  at  its 
junction  with  Market  Place,  east  to  Forty  Foot  including  the  Priory 
Estate,  west  to  Leys  Road  and  South  to  St.  John’s  Avenue,  including 
Martindale’s  Estate,  has  again  been  covered  with  the  electric  street  orderly 
collector.  The  other  orderly  truck  did  an  excellent  job  of  work  on  the 
Victoria  Terraces,  Beaconsfield  and  Alexandra  Promenades,  North  Sea 
Wall,  and  district  roads  adjacent  to  this  area. 

This  vehicle  was  then  responsible  for  a part  of  the  South  Side  of  the 
Borough,  and  the  area  covered  by  the  Mechanical  Sweeper  at  the  end  of 
the  season. 

The  gully  emptier  has  also  been  used  for  street  watering. 

The  Mechanical  Sweeper  Collector  has  been  used  in  the  early  morning 
in  the  town  area,  followed  by  areas  more  suitable  for  its  use  and  less 
frequented  by  traffic  during  the  day. 

Roads  taken  over  during  the  year  include  Kingston  Road,  Kingston 
Close,  Belvedere  Close,  Service  Road  to  shops  147-153  Marton  Road, 
Bempton  Crescent  from  Bempton  Drive  to  Bempton  Oval. 

It  is  necessary  to  fit  a new  battery  to  the  older  of  the  two  manulectrics. 

Regardless  of  the  fact  that  we  have  at  peak  periods  emptied  the  litter 
baskets  three  times  per  day  in  the  busy  areas,  we  were  again  troubled  by 
the  litter  bug.  What  is  more  we  also  had  to  put  up  with  a considerable 
amount  of  hooliganism  this  year,  litter  baskets  have  been  damaged,  thown 
into  the  boating  lakes,  and  occasionally  into  front  gardens,  and  their 
contents  emptied  out  onto  the  road  on  more  than  one  occasion.  It  is 
unfortunate  that  the  culprits  cannot  be  taught  the  errors  of  their  ways. 
The  Litter  Act,  1958,  came  into  operation  at  the  Bank  Holiday  period, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  police  enforcement  will  deter  the  litter  bug  from 
his  slovenly  habits. 

The  largest  amount  of  litter  collected  in  any  one  week  was  14  tons 
9 cwts.  2 qrs.,  this  being  collected  during  the  week  before  August  Bank 
Holiday.  It  shows  a slight  improvement  over  last  year,  may  it  continue 
in  this  direction.
